FUTURE TRADE 
If we were not so busy with more pressing 
problems, the (tropic of the United States and 
Great Britain would be much more interested 
than they have been, so far, aliout our 
mutual plans for after-war trade. The so­ 
called Atlantic Charter is evidently lieing 
taken seriously by the governments of these 
allied nations, at least. 
It isn t merely a two-man scheme, as some 
Americans have seemed to think, nor even a 
two-party scheme. Scores of British and 
American e x e r ts have collaborated in work­ 
ing out the plans for eliminating interna­ 
tional trade barriers, reducing tariffs, stimu­ 
lating production and exchange and con­ 
sumption of goods on a grand scale. All other 
nations arc invitiTi to join tile movement. 
Wendell L. Willkie gives his approval, calling 
it “the most significant and beneficial under­ 
standing made between nations in many 
years, a direct and incitive step toward the 
enlargement of the trade areas of the world 
and a recognition of a mutual economic in­ 
terdependence of nations in a modem indus­ 
trial society.”

NO HOLY WAR 
We are free from one handicap of the last 
war. That is the hostility, in part real and 
in part feared, of the Mohammedan peoples. 
In the first world war Turkey, neutral now, 
was on the German side. Tho sultan of Tur­ 
key was also the caliph, or head of the Mo­ 
hammedan religion. When he declared a re­ 
ligious war against the enem y, all devout 
Mohammedans were supposed to rise on lie- 
half of the Germans. Actually not many did. 
Most Mohammedans recognized this declara­ 
tion as a political maneuver, an abuse of re­ 
ligious power. But the possibility of trouble 
always remained, and large trouble at that, 
particularly in India with its 77,(XX),WH) Mo­ 
hammedans. 
Now we hear nothing of religious wars. 
There is no caliph, and no Mohammedan em­ 
powered to declare a holy crusade against 
the Christians. Many Mohammedan areas, 
such as Syria and Iraq, which in the last 
war had to lie slowly and painfully conquered 
by the British, are now in the hands of our 
allies. 
There are so few bright sjiots just now 
that it is well to recognize those which do 
exist. One such is that the Mohammedans 
are mostly with us and not against us.

The learned Mtx* Berg, most sc holarly of 
ball stars and most catching of catchers, 
probably won’t gel the ball where be wants 
it when he gives a Tokyo signal.

During the flu epidem ic of 1918-19, there w ere 
m any esses of sin u s infection and also tonsillitis, 
follow ed by infection of the middle ear 
o titis m e­ 
dia. 
In many of th ese eases the infection extended 
right into the sponRy mastoid bone behind the ear. 
W hen the sym ptom s were severe it was necessary 
to oj>erate and rem ove a jxirtion of the bone so that 
the infection could drain out through the opening. 
D uring the height of the epidemic the m ilitary hos­ 
pital with which I w as connected was averaging 
about one mastoid operation daily. 
That flu itself and its complications—ton sillitis 
and otitis media 
m ay be controlled more readily 
now. thus avoiding m astoid operation can be exp ect­ 
ed from the use of sulfathiazolc. 
Dr. K. Sigg. B asel, in the Swiss Medical Journal, 
reports his results Irom sulfathiazolc in 2H cases of 
influenza, 8 cases of tonsillitis, and 12 cases el 
o titis media. 
In the influenza eases the tem perature w as re­ 
duced to normal in 48 hours. This rapid reduction 
in temperature w a s very evident in those w h o had 
fever for some tim e before the sulfathiazolc w as 
given. 
In tonsillitis and otitis media, not only did the 
temperature drop rapidly but the coating on the 
tonsils and the red ness of the ear drum also disap- 
pesred. The tem perature dropped in 30 to 18 hours, 
and the coating on tonsils disappeared in 2 to 3 days 
vvInch meant Miat the patient felt hotter even be­ 
fore the coating on tonsils disappeared. 
In otitis m edia the lever disappeared in 24 to 
36 hours after the sulfathiazolc was given. 
Dr. Sigg adv isrs large doses of sulfathiazolc at 
the beginning w h ich can be repeated the second day 
if temperature is not reduced. The dose can be 
sm aller for children. 
In patients wi t h influenza the sulfathiazolc m ay 
cause vomiting but sulfathiazolc causes no other 
undesirable effects. 
I am put'iKisely not giving dosage recom m ended 
by Dr. Sigg as sulfathiazolc and other drugs of tho 
‘su lfa’ class, as they are called, should he given only 
under the supervision of the physician.
